The first reference, "HIGH SPEED OVERWRITABLE 
MAGNETO-OPTIC RECORDING" discloses a fundamental construction 
of an apparatus having capability of overwriting by magnetic 
field modulation in a magneto-optical disk recording and 
reproducing apparatus. 

The second reference, "HIGH DENSITY MAGNETO-OPTICAL DISC 
CAPABLE OF OVERWRITING BY MAGNETIC FIELD MODULATION" is 
relevant in that a rewritable digital audio disk apparatus in 
which an EFM signal of CD format is recorded and reproduced by 
a megnetic field modulation system is shown.
